In the aſſembly at Edenburgh, Oob.2. the ſame yeare

ſons within the Miniſtery that ſets fees and taxes of 
their Benefices, and Eccleſiaſticall Livings , Lands,

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tainetothem , and whereupon they ought toibe ſuſtai- 
ned : but alſo bringing upon the Church by their cor- 
rupt, and inordinate dealing infinite flanders and iticon- 
venicnces.

For ſo much, as albeit there be divers Acts concluded of 
inmany Aſſcmblics before to ſtay unjuſt alienations 

and diſpoſitions , or waſting the patrimony of the 

Church, andthe rents thereof by ſuch perſons of the 

Miniſt. ry. as are clad wich Benefices, anq nor the leaſt, 

neither reſp. @ nor feare of God , nor reverence to his: 
Church, 2nd good Lawes inthe contr:ry, has repreſled 

their inſ.riable and curſedav:.rice,to the prejudice of the 

Church of God, tothe common griefe and regret of all 

good men. For better remedic whereof the brethren 

aſſembled, after reaſoning and miture deliberation, in 

uniformitic of voices, has thought mect and conclu- 

ded that'all perſons within the Miniſtery , aſwsll they: 
that uſurpe the ſtyle of Biſhops , as others that ſhall be 

tryed hereafter to diminiſh the rent of their Bencfices

So that under the patrimony of the Church , wee 
comprehen4 all things given, or to be given to the 
Church, and ſervice of Godzas Lands, bigpings, poſſe(- 
fions, annuall rents, and all ſuch like , wherewith the 
Church is doted; cither by donations', foundations, 
mort:fications,or any other lawful Titles of Kings, Prin- 
ces, or any perſons inferiour to them, rogerher with the 
continuall oblations of the faithfull. 

We comprehend alſo all ſuch things as by Laws,'or 
cuſtome, or ule of Countries has been applyed to the 
uſe and utility of the Church : Of the which fort arc 
tcnths, Mannors, Glebes,and ſuch like : which by com-- 
mon and Municipall Laws, and univerſall cuſtome, are 
poſleſt by the Church. To take any of this patrimony

to be advanced, they will alſo imbrace and receive that 
policic, and order which the Word of God and upright 
eſtatc of his Church craves: otherways it is in vain that" 
they have profeſſed the ſame. 

Afier, And alſo to the effeR that the Ecclefiaſticall 
Rents may ſuffice to theſe uſes, for the which they are 
to be appointed, we think it neceſſary to be deſired, that 
all alicnations ſctting of fees or taxes of the Rents of

thren after reaſoning , and diſputing in the matter at

ticles read and allowed as meet to be proponed , this is 
one.

Or what great 
pe can it maintain being divided among fourteene 
men burdened with the publick ſervice of the Church, 
or State, Þhich ſo mam private and moderate Gentle- 
men, will difþend in thatr ordinarie diet and furniture 
without pompe'or great ſhew, It may poſfblie be ſeene 
that a few of the Ruling Elders may have ſomuch need 
that all of it and more will not ſupplie. 

If fo be according to the jecond-Booke of Policic, 
the Church ſhall be burthened with their main- 
tenance : Bur the Authour ofthe ſecond Booke of 
Policic (as to the firſt Booke | believe no fide doe

The hands of Zerubbabel have laid the founds 
tion of this houſe, his hands ſhall alſo finiſh it. Andin- 
deed,ro ſtir him and them up unto this perfecting 
Gods houſe, unto which work they had been too 
backward, (as appearcs by Hee. 1, 2, 3, andg. 
verſes, The people ſay, The time i not come that thy 
Lords houſe ſhould bebuils) was the principall end 
why God ſent unto them no lefſe rhen two Pro- 
phets, Haggat? and Zachary , as two extraordinary 
Ambaſladours from heaven, on purpole to put 
them on upon it, (for the finiſhing of the Temple 
is a buſincflc of that moment as is worth two Pro- 
phers at any time.) And this appeares not onely 
by both their Prophecies, but alſo by the ſtory, 
EJra5.1,2. THEN the Prophet Haggai and Zt 
chariah prophecyed unto the Fews that were in Fu- 
dah, in the name of the God of Iſrael. __ (Then riſe 
up Zerubbabel and Feſhua, and began to build the houſe 
of God which is at Jeruſalem, and with them wer& 
the Prophets of God, helping them. That ſame partt- 
cle, or circumſtance of time, [Then,) doth refer 
us to the ſtory of thoſe times, recorded in the 
book of E7ra, as that which is neceſſary for the 
tull underſtanding of their two prophecies; what 
1s recorded there, being the occafion of them; but 
more eſpegially- for the underſtanding of this 
piece of our .

wer. 5. (Knoweft thou what theſe be? And 1 ſaid, No 
my Lord) much leſle ſhall we beable to know the 
interpretation thereof, and how fitted to this vi- 
ſion, nor what this mountazre here is, &c. without 
being pre-poſſeſt of the knowledge of this tory, 
which 1n briefe is this : 

The Babilenian Monarchy (Romes Type)had 
trod downe the holy City ,, and laid waſte the 
Temple and — of .God for ſeventy yeares ; 
which beingexpired , the Jews had liberty and 
authority from the firſt Perſian King, Cyrws , to 
build the Temple, and reſtore Gods worſhip, 
according to their Law. This is the ſumme ofthe 
firſt and ſecond Chapters of ZXr4. In the third 
Chapter you have an Altar ſer up, Sacrifices re- 
newed, Feaſts kept, and the foundation of the 
Temple laid , (which was as true a Type of 
that great Reformation from under Popery.) But 
after this work had been begun, and fairely car- 
ryed on in all the Fundamentals of it, there ftar- 
ted up a company of Samaritans , that were ad- 
verſaties tothe Jewes, (as we read, Chap.4.) Sa- 


maritans they were, as appears by ver, 10. They

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were theNations ſeated in theCity of Samaria, brought 
thither, wer. 2. in the roome of the ten Tribes. A 
gencration of men, who were not heathens in 
their profeſſion, tor they profeſſed the ſame Re- 
ligion with the Jewes. S2 they alledge for , and 
arrogate to themſelves in the afore-ſaid verſe, 
[We ſeeke your God as you doe, and we ſacrifice unto 
him, and have done to long, _ the dayes of Eſar 
Haddon, who brought us up hither: ) And yer they 
were not true Jews neither, nor perftely of the 
ſame Religion, but of ———— mixt kind 
berweene the Religion of the Heathen and of the 
Jews, intermingling Heatheniſh Idolatries with 
Jewiſh worſhip. So 2 Kings 17. ver. 33. and 41. 
compared, it is ſaid, Theſe Nations feared the Lord, 
and ſerved their graven Images after the manner of 
the Nations, Yea, they expected the ſame Mel- 
ſiah that the Jews did ; I know that the Meſiiah com- 
meth, who i called Chriſt, ( ſaith the woman of 
Samaria) 4nd he will tell us all things, Fohn 4. 25. 
Now theſe Samaritans were Adverſeries to the 
Jews, (as they are called, wer. 1.) and ſo unto 
their Temple, and the finiſhing ofit : And yet at 
firſt they were but wnder-hand adverſaries,tor they 
friendly offer to build with them, [Let «ws build 
with you, ver.2.] but ſoas with an intent to have 
defiled and ſpoiled the work. Zerubbabel and thoſe 
other builders refuſing them, they grew thereupon 
enraged, and openly profeſſed their oppoſition ; 
both weakning and diſcouraging the hands of the 
poop : and alſo when they could nor altogether 
indcr it, then they #roubled them (all they could) 
in 
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is building, thus ver.4. Andthey ceaſed nor here, 
but further, they incenſed, and made the Courr 
againſt them, (they growing potentthere) both 
by hiring counſellours againſt them, wer. 5. and alſo 
by infinuating to thoſe mighty Perfian Kings, 
ſuch ſuggeſtions as they knew would take with 
Monarchs, miſ-repretenting theſe Jews unto 
them, as of a rebellious ſpirit, oppoſite to Kings 
and Monarchie, calling Jeruſalem that rebellious 
and bad City, {0 ver.12. hurtfull unto Kings and Pro- 
vinces, and that had of old time moved ſed;tion, ſo 
ver.15. (for even thus old is this ſcandall) and 
that therefore theſe Jews muſt be kept under : 
For if thus City be builded,and the walls ſet up, & they 
once bur get ſtrength, then they will not pay toll , tri- 
bute, and cuftome,but withdraw their allegeance, ſo 
ver.13.But on the contrary, for chcndilind; they 
profeiſe that they are their faithfull ſervants,v.11., 
and that which made them ſpeak, was onely a 
tenderneſle of the Kings honour , ſo ver.14. Now 
becauſe we have maintenance from the Kines Palace, 
(had their dependance wholly upon them) and 
it w45 not meet for us to ſee the Kings diſhonowr , there- 
fore have we certified the King. And by theſe their 
 flatterics and miſ-repreſentations they raiſed up 
ſo great a mowntain of oppoſition,(as it is here cal- 
led) that they fruſtrated the Jews good purpoſe of 
pcrteRing the building,(as the words are,ver.5.) 
And thoughthey could not prevaile ſo farre as to 
throw downe the foundation laid , yet they made 
them toceaſe building any further by force ana power, 
ſo ver.23. And thus the work didceaſe, during -

wer.5.and24.andTHE N it was that theſe pro. 
phets, Haggat and Zechariah, did prophecie unto the 
Jews, as it follows in the very next words, 
Chap.5.1, 2. then when they had thus been ovyer- 
topt by ſopotent a faRion for many years, and 

with oppoſition wearied out, then it was that 
God ſtirred up our Zachary to put ſpirits into 
them to revive the work again,and among other 
viſions gave him this, (which is in this 4.Chapter) 
of all the moſt eminent,to ſtrengthen them there. 
unto. And ſo I have brought you to Zachary a- 
gaine, and unto the words of my Text , And now 
you ſhall ſce how neceſlary this ſtory was to inter- 


pret this his Prophecie, for which (tmply I have 
related ir, 


The words are (as was ſaid) the interpretation 
of a Yiſion; and to underſtand cither, we muſt 
rake in both : Let us therefore firſt view the Yiſ- 
on, and ſecondly, this the Angels Interpretation of 
it, which are the two parts into which this whole 
Chapter is reſolved. 

The Y1iſion is made up of two things : 

Firſt, a glorious Candleſtick all of gold, with a 
bowle or ceſterne upon the top of it, and with 
ſcyeuſhatts, with ſeven lamps ar the ends there- 
of, all lighted. 

And ſecondly, that theſe Lamps might have a 
perpetuall ſupply of oyle , without any acceſlary 
way of humane help, there are preſented (as 
growing 
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growing by the Candlcſtick) two freſh and green 
olive trees on each ſide thereof, wer.z. which do? 
[ empty out of themſelves] golden oyle, ver. 12. that 
js, did naturally drop and diitill it into that bowl, 
and the two pipes thercof, to teed the lamps con- 
tinually. A Vition fo cleare and tull of light to 
ſer torth the work then to be done by the Jews, 
that the Angel wonders, that at the firſt ſight the 
Prophet ſhould not underſtand ir. 

Firſt,this Cenaleſtick thus lighted, betokened rhe 
full pertecting and finiſhing the Temple, and re- 
ſtoring the worſhip of God within it, unto its 
full perfection of beauty and brightneſle , (as the 
Pſaimiit ſpeaks.) And ſo the Angel interprets 
it, This us the word of the Lord, wer.6. that is, this 
Hicroglyphique contains this word and mind of 
God 1n it, that maugre all oppoſition, Zerubbabel 
ſhould bring forth the head or top ſtone that ſhould 
finiſh the Temple, ſo ver.7.andg. 

Secondly , the two Olive trees betokened two 
eminent rankes and ſorts of perſons that ſhould 
give their aſſiſtance to this work: 

Firſt, Zerubbabelthcir Prince, and the Elders of 
the people with him.

And inlike manner when Zerubbabel is here 1 
ken to inthe Text,to build the Temple, the El- 
ders hu fellowes are intended in him : And accor- 
dingly _ 6. 14. it is ſaid, that The Elders of the 
Fewes bmilded and finiſhed the Temple. And ſo theſe 
taken together, are the two Olive trees. 

Now concerning the firſt part of rhis Viſion, 
namely, the Candleſtick, with all its Lamps ligh- 
ted, you may aske how this ſhould come to bea 
fir Hicroglyphique to betoken this work of fi- 
niſhing and perteing the Temple 27. I anſwer, 
thus : The Candleſtick was one of the chicte Uten- 
{ils and Ornaments of the Temple, and theretore 
is ſtill firſt mentioned, as in Exod. 25. 31. andin 
the 9. tothe Heb. wer.2. where all the ſacred hou- 
ſholdſtuffe of the Inner Temple are ſpeciffed, the 
Candleſtick as being chiete is ranked firſt, [where: 
in was the Candleſtick, and the Table, and the Shew- 
bread, } and therefore is here moſt aptly put for 
the bringing in all the reſt into-the Temple ; and 
ot all thoſe other beſt and aptlicſt ſervedto re- 
_ preſentthe finiſhing thereof: for whilſt the Teme 
plc remained uncovered witha roofe, there was 
no bringing in the Candleſtick, as lighted ; and 
till then there needed no light to. be brought in+ 
to It, it being ſab djo, under open ,ayre: But 
when the Houlc it ſe}te ſhould/once be reared, 4cr 
| | _ cording 
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cording to the patterne,, without the Candle. 
tick and its light, ic would have bcene full of 
darkneſle , (as lome afttirme, which I will nor 
now diſpute: } For however, the bringing in the 
Candleſtick argued not onely the complecarnefſe 
of the edifice, and building ir iclte, bur alſo by a 
Synecdoche, theintroducing all forts of ordinan- 
ces that were appointed for the adorning of it. 
An Altar would not {o evidently or neceſſarily 
have ſuppoſcd the Temple perfected , for F3re 3. 
3.an Altar was ſct up, when yet not ſo much as the 
faun1ation of the Temple was ld, wer.6. But a Can- 
aleftick, and that lightedroo, ſuppoſes the houſe 
buile and compleatly furnithed. And therefore 
under the Goſpel their whole Church ſtate, and 
that as in the Primitive times, under their full 
pertcRion, is ſet forth by ſeven golden candleſticks, 
{0 Revel. 1. 13. which wer. wt. are interpreted to 
be the ſeyen Churches of Aſia. The difterence is, 
that here is but one candleſtick , becauſe the 
Church of the Jews was nationall, and but one, 
but there are ſeven, for the Churches under the 

Goſpel are many. | 
And for that other part of the Viſion, the re- 
preſenting Zerubbabel andFeſhus by two Olive trees, 
and thoſe planted in Gods Court, ſo neere the 
Candleſtick, is no new or ſtrange thing: For 
David being the Ruler of the Jews, anda nurſing 
Father to the Church, compares himſelfe to a 
greene Olive tree in the houſe of God, Pſal. 52.8. and 
the pillars of the doores of the Temple, and the 
Chcrubims therein bong. made of that m_

golden, or pure oylc. And further , ſceing it was 
made the duty of every Jew to bring pure oyle olive 
beaten, ts cauſe the lamps to burn continually, as Lev. 
24. 2. hence therefore ro compare the eminent 
perſons , the Magiſtrates and Pricſts of that 
Church, to Olive trees themſelves, that for the 
firſt lighting of the candleſtick did naturally 
afford it, was cvcry way molt elegant. Andt 
are called ſons of oyle, wer.14. as being fruittull, 
and affording plenty of it. Thus Eſay 5. 1. 4 
fruitfull hill , and a tertile ſoile, is in the Origmall 
(as here) called A ſon of oyle. And thus muchfor

Now for the interpretation of it in the words of 
the Text, as it explaines the mind of the Viſion, 
{vo it addes all encouragements unto them , to 
ſcrt upon this work: Firſt, by aſſuring them. rhat 
that mountaine of oppoſition (which you heardin 
the ſtory was raiſcd up againſt it) ſhould be made 
a plaine before them : namely, that Samaritan fa- 
on which was backt by many of the people of the 
land, EXra 4.4. A Mountaine is a fimilitude trequent 
inScripture, to note out high and potent oppoſiti- 
on,lying in the way of Gods proceedings. Prepare 
yethe wy of the Lord, every mountaine ſhall be brought 
low, Luke 3.5. And ſo the Pocts doe cxpreſſe.theit 
taincd war of the Giants againſt the Gods. by 

ca- 
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heaping up moumtaine upon mountaine, 

And ſecondly, whereas their -doubting hearts 
might aske , How this was polhible, u being 
ſo great, and fo rooted a mountaine , with 
ſuch foundations; where are the ſpades, 'the 
mcancs that ſhould remove it ? The Angel an- 
{wers, Not by might, (or, as in the Originall\, ax 
Army or multitude) nor by power, (of authority) that 
was 1n any humane fore-fight as yet like to coun- 
tenance it) but by my Spirit, and he thar ſayes it, is 
the Lord of Hoaſts. By his Spirit,mcaning both the 
holy Ghoſt, enclining and ſtrengthening their 


hearts, yea turning thole of their oppoſites there- 


unto ; And by Sprrit alſo meaning many concur- 
rent acts of Providence, which ould fall in to 
the cffeing of it : For there is ſaid to be a ſpirit 
of life in the wheeles of Providence, which moves 
them, EJek.1.20, Not but that God did uſe the 
power and authority of the Perſian Monarchy ; 
tor Ezra 6. 8. Darius reverſt the former Decree, 
and made a new one for the building of the 
houſe. But becauſe that God by his Spirit and 
owne immediate hand brought about the power 
of that State to countenance it : Therefore it is 
ſaid to be not by power, but by the Spirit , and for 
this he uſed not an Armie, as it is in the margent;

That God carryes on the building of the ſecond Temple 
after the comming out of Babylon, (which was 4 
type of the Reformation ot our- Churches) nu 
all at once, but by degrees. The firſt Temple un- 
der the Old Teſtament was at once erected per- 
fect, fo by Solomon; And the Tabernacle betore 
him, by Moſes, was quickly finiſhed, according to 
the patterne of the Mount, Exod.40.43. but this 
ſecond Temple after the Captivity received de- 
grees of rearing of it. And thus in the New Te- 
ſtament, thoſe Primiive Churches were ſet up 
perfect (as tor matter ofrules) by the holy Apo- 
ftles. And ſo it was meetthey ſhould be, becauſe 
the Patternc was but oxce to be given, inthe model 
of them. But Antichriſtianiſmc having laid that 
Temple deſolate, and dcfiled Gods worſhip ” 
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all the parts of it , and thoſe Ages wherein it 
ſhould be reſtored , wanting Apoſtles immedi- 
atcly inſpired, hence the reſtauration of them be- 
comes a work of time : The holy Ghoſt Age at- 
ter Age gradually revealing pieces. of the plat- 
torme of it ; the Sprrzt by degrees conſuming and 
diſpelling the darkneſſe | that Antichriftianiſme 
had brought in, by light ſhining clearer and clea- 
rerto the perfe day, which is the brightreſſes 
of Chriſts comming, as 2 Theſ. 2. $8. Compare we 
tor this the type, the building of this ſecond Tem - 
ple here, with this Anti-type under the Go-

"Theſe Jews when firſt they were come out of 
Babylon, and gathered to Mqunt Sion, (which 
was holy ground , where they might facrifice)

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Come we now to the Antitype , the times of 
Reformation from under Popery : In the 
of which like graduall proceedings might eaſily be 
obſerved our of Eccleſiaſticall ſtory, if it would 
not be toolong to make ſuch narrations: I will ra- 
thertake it as it is briefly 8 at once preſented by 
the holy Ghoſt himſclfe in that great Prophe- 
cic of the New Teſtament , and the ſuccce- 
ding times therof, the Booke of the Revelation. 
In the 13. Chapter throughout , you have the 
Beaſt of Rome in one entire view preſented 
in his height , and as poſlcſſing all the Euro- 
pean world as worſhippers of him : And then 
in the 14. and following Chapters you oppo- 
ſitely have Chriſt and thoſe that followed him,8: 
the ſtory of their ſeparation from,and the ſeveral! 
degrees of winning ground upon that Beaſt,in the 
like entire view laid torth before you. In the r. v. 
the Lambeappeares with his company nakedly ſtan- 
ding upon Mount Sion, without the mention of any 
T gle as yet builr ore their heads, even ſuchas 
theſe Jewes condition was when they came 
firſtto Sion. Some Ordinances they had they 
harping with their harps, ver.2. and ſung as it were 
« new ſong , uttering ſomething differing from 
the dodrine of thoſe times, bur ſo confulcdly, as 
110 man could learne that ſonz, v. 3. & they ina great 
part kept themſelves virgins, and from being defi- 
led with the fornications of the whore : And theſe 
arc {aid to be the firſt-fruits to God, wer.4. that is, 
the firſt beginnings of a diſlike of Popery. Bur 
then by degreestheLamb ſends out threeAnegels, 
ro 
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to make a more open ſeparation from Rome; the 
later of which riſes ſtill higher then the former, 
The firſt, ver.6. onely preacheth the everlaſting Go- 
ſpel,char is, ſalvation by Chriſt alone, and callerh 
upon men to feare and worſhip God alone who made 
heaven ard earth, and not to worſhip Saints and 
Angels: (thus the Waldenſes did.) Bur then wer.$. 
an Age or two after that, there follow others 
who proclaime with op=n mouth, and tell Rome. 
to her face that ſhe is the whore of Babylon: 
(thus Wickliff and Hws.) And then wer. 9. after 
theſe follows a third Angel, who procceds fur- 
ther, and preaches that all thoſe that will cleave 
unto her Sivins and ſuperſtitions, ſhall drink of 
the wrath of God for ever : and {o urge a ſeparation 
trom her, upon paine of damnation. And then at 
the 14. ver. you have the Son of man crowned, 
the Lambe having overcome the Kings, to pro- 
feiſe and countenance the Proteſtang Religion 
withtheir authority : And thenver.15. you have 
mention of a Temple, Churches being in alltheſe 
Northerne parts publiquely ereRed by theiral- 
lowance and commandement ; as the Jewes did 
build the Temple by the Decree of Cyrus. And 
Cbap.15.the pourcrs out of the vials doc come 
all torth of the Temple, ver. 6. And if we con- 
ſulrthe 11. Cap.(the maine occurrences of which 
are evidently.contemporary, and doc fumme up 
the ſtory of the ſame time with the Vials, as by 
comparing the one with theorther, late Interpre- 
ters have obſerved. This Book running over wo 
entire Prophecies of all cimes, (each of them) 

whereof 
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whereof the firſt ends at the end of £þ4.11.,)Now 
in that Chapter (which therefore containcs rhe 
ſtory of the laſt times) there arc three editions 
of that Temple plainly intimated. The firſt, ſup- 
poſed to be already ſtanding when the Vition is 
given; but imperfect inthis,thar it hath too great 
an outward Court of an ignorant and protane 
multitude Jaid to it. And therefore Fohn, bca. 
ring the perſon of the godly of that age, is ſtir- 
red upto ſet upon a ſecond Retormartion of it, 
and is bidden to —_ that Temple, Altar, and 
worſhippers anew, and #0 caft out that outw.ird Court 
that had dcfiled it. And then wer. 19. there isa 
third edition of an Holy of Holes , tor therein 
the Arke is ſaid to be ſerene , naw the Ark ſtood 
onely in the Holy of Holtes : noting out a more 
perfect Church at laſt then all the tormer had 
beenc. A manifeſt alluſion thus is unto thoſe 
three parts of Selomens Temple, the ourward 
Court, the inward Temple, and the Holy of 
Holies. 

Thus much perhaps might more clearly have 
been diſcovered in the ſtory of the Reformation 
but I judged it would better and more bricfly be 
done in this the Prophecie of it.

Let no Church therefore think it felfe perfeR, 
and weeding nothing, (as bragging Laedices did) 
eſpecially when it hath but that firſt foundation 
which it had when it came newly out of Baby- 
lon, and more eſpecially in matters of worſhi 
and diſcipline, It is. no diſhonour unto " e 

@e- 
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Retformers, to ſay , rhat they fully finiſhed not 
this work ; as it was not unto Zerwbbabel hore, 
that hee perteted not the Temple ar firſt, 
plejjc men | It is evident they purpoled more 
then they did or could effect, becauſe the peoples 
hearts were not [as yet} prepared, as the phraſe is, 
2 Chron.20. 33. In our very Common-Prayer 
book there is an [Untifl} the ſaid drſcipline may bes 
reſtored, whichargueth they aimed at more. And 
befides, They were not Apoſtles, to whom nothing 
might be added, as Gal.2.6. And God raiſing up the 
Tabernacle that was falns downe , not by imme-_ 
diate inſpiration, (as at firſt by the Apoſtles) but 
by his Spirit, renewing and begerting light in an 
ordinary way : Hence therefore the Churches 
comming out of the darkneſle of Popery, muſt 
needs recover that fulneſſe and perfection of 
light (whichthe Apoſtolicall times had) mus, 
by picce-meals and degrees. As for the great 
things of the Goſpel, matters of Faith, or Do- 
Erine, they had ſo happy a hand therein, that 
there is to be found little, if any Hayor ſftubbleL , 
therein : But in matters of 0rder, which concerne 
Worſhip and Diſcipline, (forſo the Apoſtle di-. 
ſtinguiſheth, Coloſ. 2. 5. [Faith and order) let ir 
be enquired into , whether they were ſo exact 
therein, Although this muſt be ſaid, that God 
did take care for all Fundamentall Ordinances 
of his worſhip, and it is a bitter errour, and full 
of cruelty, to ſay, Wee have had no Churches, 
no Miniſters, no Sacraments, but Antichriſtia- 
nall, Gods firſt and m— care was, to build uP 
| ls 
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his Church myſtical, to make men Saints, and 
| he hath made glorious ones in their perſonall 
walkings with him : and to that end he made 
a plentitull proviſion in matters of faith , even 
from the very firſt. It fell out in this caſe, as 
in a new-Plantation ; which if men were to make 
in another world,and fo to beginthe worldancy, 
their firſt care would be to provide neceſfaries 
tor their ſubſiſtence as they are men, to have com 
for bread, cattle tor meat, and the like : But mat- 
ters of Order & Government they thiak of after: 
wards,and often tall into the right,by ſeeing their 
errois by degrees. Think not much therefore,that 
men call for (as moſt men doc) a reformation of 
ſomethings amifſe in matters. of worſhip & dilct- 
plinc, or an addition of ſome things , perhaps a 
Candlcftick, or ſome other utenfil or ordinance 
of Church-worfhip is found wanting. -You will 
wonder, that all along during rhe raigne of thoſe 
good Kings, both David, Solomon,(who yet gave 
the patrerne of, and alſo built the Temple) and 
thoſe other Retormers among the Kings of Ju- 
dah, there ſhould ſomething have'been omitted 
abour the Feaſt of Tabernacles, until}their com- 
ming out of the Babyloniſh Captivity :: Yet wee 
find it was ſo, as appcares by Nehem.$.16.and 17. 
verſes, The people went forth, and made themſelves 
boothes, every one upon the roofe of his houſe, and in 
their Conrts, and in the Courts of Gods howſe, and in 
the ſtreets, [and ſince the dayes of Teſhua the ſon of Nun, 
wr:1ill that day, the children of 1ſraek had not done ſo.) 
Th:s teaſt was kept (as 1$ thought) by Solomon, 

2 Chron. 
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2 Chron. 7.8. and by theſe ſame Jews; Eqs 3. 4. 
yer not inthis manner, according unto the Lay , 
and therefore at the 14. wer. of that of Nehemiah, 
it is ſaid, They found it written inthe Law, that the_s 
children of Iſrael ſhould dwell ini boothes'; which -be- 
fore that they had not done;/although they might 
have kept that Feaſt. Butnowthey had learned by 
a ſad experience to keepe it aright, 'withdwetn 

in boothes, by having been lately: ſtrangers our of 
their owne ror to fignitie which' and 'to pro- 
felle themſelves ſtrangers, was the intent of that 
Feaſt, and thar rite of it, the dwelling in boothes. 
And this reaſon is intimated in the 17. verſe_, 


All the congregation [that were come againe out of 


the Captivity, made boothes, &'c. They did reade_> 
alſo every day out of the Law, ver. 19. which be- 
tore, when that Feaſt was-celcbrated, they had

A ſecond Obſervation ,- That #» the greateſt 
buſineſſes which moſt concerne the good of Gods 
Church, and his own glory , he oft-times ſuffers 
Mount ains of oppoſition to lye in the way of them : So 
here, in the way to the building and perfe&R- 
ing his Church. To give another inſtance of it; 
and that the higheſt. The Salvation of the 
ſons of men, whom: he had choſen before all 
worlds, is a bufineſſe which of- all other he moſt 
mindeth and effetually intendeth, but doth he 
bring it about without rubs © Never ſuch Moun- 
tainslay inthe way of any bufincſle. Adam he fins, 


and in him, all thoſe whom God meant to ſave,

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whereby the way to their ſalvation was quite 
blockt up: Mountaines of Sins make a. Seperetion 
betweene him and them,7[44.59.2. and notall the 
power of men and Angels can any whit move, 
much leſlc remove them, n@ more then ſtrawes 
can move a mountain. But then comes the Son of 
God,who throwes and buries all theſe mountains 
in the bottome of the ſea. And when Chriſt had 
thus removed the guilt of finne, and would come 
into mens hearts toapply his death , there lic as 
high mountains in his way to us., asbefore layin 
ourSunto him.

Yet neyerthe- 
leſſe, We ({ayes he) made onr prayer to God,and ſet

paines, and wrewght both night and day; and did not 
Pt off their clothes, wer; 24.) \Andiwhen gr" 
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gelicall and Spirituall worſhip,-( which- is called | 
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heard that the enemy threatned to kill him, on 
purpoſe to diſhearten him) yet Chap.6. he would 
not flee, ver.11. neither was he art all diſheartned, 
as knowing it was 4 ſino be afr ad, ver.13. 

There i no mountaine of oppoſition ſo great, that 
can ſtand before Zerubbabel, (or Gods people) efpe- 
cially when he goes about to finiſh the Temple. (1 might 
have made two Obſervations of it,but I put them 
both together.) Youſee how contemptuouſlly he 
here ſpeaks, of the oppoſition made, [' Who art 
thou, O zreat monntaine?] though great in their 
owne eyes, yet as nothing in his : He ſpeaks as a 
Giant unto a Pigmec, Who art thou? 1 will name 
one place more, ſuitable to this alluſion, Eſay 41. 
I4, 15. Feare not, thou worme Facob : Iwill help thee, 
ſatth the Lord. Behold, I will make thee a new 
threſhing inſtrument having tezth : thow ſhalt thre 
[ the mountaines,] and beat them ſmall, and thou ſhalt 
make the hils as chaffe. He ſuppoſcth in theſe bis 
expreſſions, the Church to be inthe loweſt, wea- 
keſt,and moſt contemptible condition that might 
be; a [worme] which no man feares, tor it cannot 
doe the leaſt hurt, and which no man loves, yea, 
thinks it no cruelty or oppreſſion to tread upon, 
and kill. Onthe other fide, he ſpeaks of the ene- 
mies, all that might argue greatneſſe, ſtrength, 
and exaltation : he calls them {| Mounraines,) and 
[Hils:] Andwhar an uncquall match is this, for 
Wormes to be ſet upon Mountaines to over- 
throw them < Yet, ſfayes God, I will take this 
worme, (for it muſt be his power muſt doe it) and 
make it as ' 4 new ſharp. threſhing inflrament ay 

teeth, 
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zecrb, (with which kind of inſtrument thoſeEaſtern 
Countrics did uſe to maſh in pieces their r 
and harder fodder for their cattle)whixh Pal thy 
theſe mountains even as ſmall us chaffe which is ſcatre- 
red with thewind, as wer.16, This is the Metaphor; 
the plaine ſong you have in the r1.and 12, verſes, 
Behold,all they that are incenſt againft thee ſhall periſh, 
and thoſe that contended with thee, be us a thing of 
yought. Bur this is eſpecially found true when 
Gods people goe about to build the Temple ; no 
mountaine then can ſtand to hinder them: There 
ſtood in the way of laying the foundation of 
this Temple, the greateſt mountaine that was 
then (and well-nigh that hath been fince) up- 
on the earth, the Babyloniſh Monarchy ; by 
the power of which theſe Jews were dctained 
captives, and they would never have let them 
goc: And therefore Eſay 57. 14. this phraſe is 
uſed, Caſt ye wp, caſt ye up, take the ſtumbling block 
out of the way of my people. And more cxpreſly,Fer. 
51-25. the Prophet calls Babel a deſtroying moun- 
raine, I am againft thee, oh deftroying mountaineL : 
and for ſtrength of ſcituation he compares it to 2 
mountaine ſeated wpon 4 rock, which is a farther ad- 
dition of fortification to ir. Yetſayes God, I will 
ſtretch out my hand upon thee , and rowle thee downe_- 
fromthe ol and make thee a burnt mountaine , [0 
4s they ſhall not take from thee « ſtone for a corner, or 
for foundations : wer. 26. Whereas thou didft 
unbuild Hieruſalem and my Temple, I will un- 
build thee, fo as not ſomuch as a ſtone of thee ſhall

Mountain the Propher here in like manner ſayes, 
that it ſhowld be made a Plaine.) And it the Perfiaa 
| Monarch Dariwshad not come off too as he did; 
Ex7rs 6, from the 1. vey, to the end of the Chap, 
God would have {crved him, as he had done Ba- 
bylon. Be ye wiſe therefore naw, O Kings, and in- 
ſredted 0 ye Fudges of the Earth, - . 
The Reaſon of all this lies bur in three words 
which God bath ſpoken once, yea twice, [ Adif- 
eaboEccleſja mean] (1 will build my Charch,] which 
have more force in them , then all the created 
power of Heaven, Earth , or Hell. He had ſaid 
Kinthe Old Teſtament(as you heard)/ſa. 44.28. 
ſaying to Hieruſalem, Thou ſhalt be built, and to the_- 
Temple, Thy foundation ſhall be laid. And Chriſt 
ſaid it over again in the New Teſtament, Mat, 16, 
18, I will buld my Church: He ſyeakes of that 
Church under the New Teſtament, which infu- 
ture ages was £9..come,.

world, and hath all power committed to him, both in 
heaven and earth, moſt certainly , the Gates of 
Hell ſhall never prevaile againſt it. It is this 
ſame [ Adificato Eccleſiam meam,? {1 will build my 
Charch,] that hath made all the ſtirre in che 
world. I remember in the yeare 1619. or 20. 
( or thereabouts ) when the Wars in Germany _ 
began, it was reported, that a great Brafſe Image 
of the Apoſtle Peter , (which had that pretended 
claime , by which Rome would hold her Keyes, 
fairely emboſſed upon a Roll that hung downe 
upon the Image, in theſe wordst [Tu es Petrie, 
& _ hanc petram earficabo Eccleſiam + & tibi da- 
be Claves, &c.] [Thou art Peter, and upon this Rock 
Twill build my Church : and1I ll elves thee the 
Keyes , &c. ) ſtanding (as I take it)in S. Peters 
Church at Rome, there was a great & maſhe ſtone 
icll downe upon it, and ſo ſhattered it to. pieces, 
that not a letter of all that ſentence (whereon Rome 
tounds her claime) was teft whole , ſo as to be 
read , ſaving this one piece of that ſentence, 
[ 44; ficabo Eccleſia meam][ I will build my Church,) 
which was left faire and entire: 
Fhat Promiſe [7 will build my Church) is the 
na Charta, yea , the Prima Charta, the Great 
and Firſt Charter of the-Sajnts in the New Te- 
Ramen , thoſe words in the 16-0f Mat;being =

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firſt that Chriſt uttered aboutit, and ſo, contain 
within them, all lefſer Promiſes of all-ſorts , thar 
follow, that concerne the building of his Church, 
or any piece of it. Now all that concerne the 
Building of his Church; are reducible unto theſe 
ewwo heads: Firſt , the prefervation and cnlar- 
ging of his Church Myſtical, and of his Saints on 
earth ; and thus conſidering them perſonally, al- 
though they ſhould be ſcattered each from other : 
or ſecondly, the Building up his Church, as ga- 
thered in Aflemblies to hold forth his publique 
worſhip in the world, as that place forementio- 
ned, is apparently to be underſtood by the next 
words: For he ſpeakes of the Keyes in the fol- 
| lowing werſe; whereby arc meantall Mediacaltwe, 
all Ordinances uf worſhip, whereby his Church 
is built. So then this Reaſon taken from [ edifi- 
cabo Eccleſiam? branches it (elfe into two Parts, 
The firfhis:taken from his love ro his Church 
Myſtical};6vehis Saints fimply confidercd as ſuch: 
The ſecond is from his intereſt in hig owne wor- 
ſhip : for which he loves his Churches that arc 
the Seat of it, more then all the world. | 
1. His Love to his Church Myfticall is ſuch, 
that no Mountain of oppoſition can ſtand before 
it, to hinder the enlargement & building of it up. 
This Reaſon you have 1ſat.43-3,4.1 gaveEgypt for 
thy ranſeme, Ethiopia and Seba for thee, fince thow w 
precious in my fight, thou haſt been honourable, [and 1 
have loved TA 5 therefore will I give Mem for thee, 
and People for thy life. It is put upon this Reaſon,

It is ſuch a kind of ſpeech 
as that of Chriſts: Heaven and earth ſhall paſſe away, 
but not atittle of my word,gyc. 

2. His love to his Churches holding forth his 
Naine and worſhip in the world , is ſuch, as no- 
ching ſhall withſtand the repairing and perfecting 
of them,and of that his worthip and every parcel! 
of it. It God had not ſuch Aflemblics in the 
world, he ſhould have no worthip. Thercfore 
theſe Churches are called the Ground and Pillar of 
Truth, both where it growes, and where it is held 
forth, 1 Tim. 3. 15. he there ſpeakes of Church 
aſſcmblics, as wherein Timothy was to learne how 
as an Evangeliſt ro bchave himſclfe, in the orde- 
ring and governing of them, as you haya it inthe 
words immediately forc-going, Thi. tow might} 
know how to behave thy ſelfe inthe Houſe of God , &«. 
And thetruth is, that 5hat building of the Houſe of 
God,of which only Zachary here gives us occaſion 


to ſpeak , was but the compleating all the ordi- 


nances of worſhip. It was not ſo much the buil- 
ding up the Nation of the Jews that was here di- 
rectly intended; but the building of their Tem- 
ple, the ſeat of worſhip,and introducing the Can- 
dleſtick,&c.Andtheir Afſemblings there to wor- 


.thip according to Gods owne preſcription, was 
-more to him, and is ſo ſtill, then what ever elſc 


was 0r is «one in the world; In the A O00 >

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The Lord loves the gates of Siom mor thew all the 


dwellings of Jacob. The gates of Sian Were the gatcs; 
of the Temple that ſtood upon mount Sion, ſes. 


open for the Jews to- worſhip in; and: theſe he- 
loves more then other Societies, or Aſſemblings, 
though of Faceb,and this more then them A/,take 
them all rogerher; whether civill in their Cities 
and families , or religious in. their Synagogues 3 
where they were capable but of fome few, not of; 
all the Ordinaaces that were in the Temple. 

\ And the reaſon of this his love is, the great 
concernment that his publique worſhip is of unto 
him. God hath bur three things deare unto him 
' in this world ,- bis' Saints , his: Worjhip,, and his 
Trath, and it is hard to fay, which ot-theſc is 
dearcſt unto him; they are mwtws fibi fines, God 
therefore — _— to be un _ world, _ 
he might be worſhipr; and reci 'appaint 
hee Sunatn oiveckle wot. to. buukd: 
up his Saints. . In the Commandements (the 
Epitome of the Old Teſtament) the inſtitutions 
of Gods worſhip have: the ſecond place : The {e- 
condCommandment is wholly {pent therconzand 
therein how jea/oms doth God profeſte himſclte of 
any aberration or ſfwerving from his own rules ?

perly Chriſts viſible Kingdome here,then the right 
adminiſtration ofOrdinances in his Church,which 
doc ſecthim upas King of Saints. To this purpoſe 
I ſhall openchat inthe 15.of the Revelation,where 
when the Saints had got a Temple over thcir 
heads, wer.6. (as was before hinted) then they 
call for a true and right worſhipping of Chriſt, 
and this becauſe he was King of Saimts: They ling, 
Great and maryellous are thy works, Lord God Almig 

fy ; juſt aud trac are - wayes, thos ng $4815, 
Who ſhall not feare thee, © Lord, and g mm 
Name ? for thou onely art holy : and all ome 

come and worſhip before thee, &c. There arc three 
paires, or conjug4t, which harmoniouſly anſwer 
one to another : Firſt, here is a double title and 
Kingdome given unto Chriſt, * [Lord Almighty,] 
?[ King of Saints :] or(if you will) He s King of 
Nations, and King of Sairts :'* King of Nations, 
for ſo in that parallel place, Ferem.10.7. (from: 
whence theſe words here uttered are evidently 
raken,and therefore it is quoted in the margent)he 
15 called;8& ſos all one with that exprefljon here, 
[Lord God Almighty,] unto which > they adde this 
other,Thow King of Saints: And ſo theſe two arc di- 
ſtinR,and both His titles. Then ſecondly,here is a 
double duty ſutably due unto him according to 
theſc his titlesto fear him,and to worſhip —_—_—

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which are expreſſed by this gencrall, to g/orifie his 
Name. Thirdly,herc is a double decl.ration ot the 
juſtneſſe of theſe titles, & the ground thart calls tor 
| both theſe duties, his great and marvellous works in 
the world declaring him to be-Lerd God Almighty, 
or King of Nations, 4nd therefore Feare is duc un- 
co him, (and q ane y in Feremy we onely read, 
Who would not feare thee, O King of Nations ?) and 
then there are his juſt and true wayes,declaring him 
to be King of Saints, (which theſe here in their 
ſong adde unto that of Feremy) and this calls for 
Worſhip from us unto him : Who ſhall not worſhi 
thee,0 King of Saints? for true and righteous are t 
wajes and judgements. In fine, here is Chriſts ſu- 
premacie acknowledged both in matters Ciwelt 
and Eccleſiafticall , in his prommny of the 
world, and of his Church, And as he is knowne 
to be King of Nations by his works of Providence 
abroad inthe world, ſo to be-King of Saints, by 
thoſe true and righteous wayes wherein his Chur- . 
ches areto walk. And a parallel place unto this 
latter, (as that of Feremy was unto the former) 
isthat in Pſal.68.24. where the Pſalmiſt ſpeaking 
of this worſhip of Chriſt, ſayes, They have ſeene 
thy $"G, 0 God, even the [| goings] of my[ King] 
in the [ Santtuary.] Mark it ; the goings he fpeaks 
of are reſtrained to his goines in the SantFwuary ; and 
ſpoken of him alſo as the Churches King, [My 
King.) And ſo the words arc the very ſame in 
ſenſe, thatthey inthe Temple here doe utter, [Fuſt 
and true are thy wayes, then King of Saints.) And 
 thePſalmiſt evidently ſpeaks of his waics of ww

ſhip in the Church, as appeares by the very next 
words, ver.25. The jngert went before, the players

And 
yet more clearly, wer. 26. Bleſſe ye God in the 
congrez4ions. Yea and all tins proves to be 
New Teſtament roo, and a prophecie thereof, 
though utteredin the phraſe ot and in a prophecy 
of the Old. For what is faid in the. 18. wey. bcfore 
of this their King, is by the Apoſtl> in Zphef. 4.8. 
applycd unto Chiiſts Aſcenſion : Thos haſt Aſcew- 

ded ap on high, thou haſt led Captivity captive, 
received gifts for men, namely, the gifts for build- 
ing of his Church,and dirc@ing ofhis worſhipun- 
der the New Teſtamend,as it is expounded by the 
Apoſtle in- the following werſes. And therefore 
that which I have evcn now cited our of that Pſal. 
Ver. 24, 25, 26, &Cc. 15to be underſtood as meant 
of the worſhip of the Goſpell in the congrega- 
tions thereof, creed atter Chriſts Aſcenſion. 1 
ſhall adde but this, Theſe waies are called juſt and 
true , m oppoſition to wayes invented by men, 
which onthe contrary are anrighteous and falſe, 
Pſal.119.104. Throwgh thy precepts I get underſtan- 
ng , therefore I hate every falſe way. There is 
certainly a right Rule, or way chalked'out for cve- 
ry adminiſtration in Gods SanQuary, if we could 

ftinde it our. 

Toilluftrate allthis by'a:fimilicude from other 
Kings. Two thinges manifeſt a King to be a 
King 
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King, & ſhew forththe glory of his gy ey 
power and rule abreadthroughour all his Domi- 
- nions :2. The obſervance, the worſhip, and State 
ceremonies thar are at Courtzand theſe ſhew him 
to be King as much as the former. This we may 
{ce in Solomox, whole —_— and Majeſty was 
held forth thereby , as much as by his power, 
2 Chron. 9. 4. When the Ducene of Sheba had ſeenes 
the houſe that he had built , the meate of bis Table-, 
the attendance Ez Miniſters,and their apparel, and 
his aſcent by which he went up into the houſe of the 
Lord, it was ſaid,therewss no more ſpirit in her. And 
inthe 17. & 19. verſes, He made 4 Thront for the 
glory of his Majeſty, the like whereof was not made in 
any Kingdome. Now Chriſts Court on earth 
are his Churches, which are called Gods Howſep, 
Heb, 10. 21. and 25. compared. And there his 
throne is ſect up,as in the Temple of old. In all the 
Viſions of God, as fitting on a throne made unto 
che Prophets, that throne is preſented as in the 
Templg : So Eſay 6. 1 . 1ſew the Lord fitting upon 4 
Throne, high and lifted up, and hu traine filled the- 
Temple. The Temple was therefore called the 
place where Gods honour dwels, Pſal. 26. 8. that is 
his Court: as ſome of our Kings houſes are called | 
Honows. And thus in the New Teſtament, inthe 
repreſentation of the Church on carth as wor- 
ſhipping him , Rev. 4. 8, 9,and 10.verſes : This 
Church hath a Throne inthe midit of ir,and God 
fits thereon, wer,5, 6,7. So that indeed, there is 
nothing doth more exalt and glorifieGod then his 


bligque worſhip, and the government of his 
th : F 3 S Church 
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Church purcly and rightly adminiſtred. 1 Chroy, 
16.29.Gtve wnto the Lord the (| glory] due unto bu 
Name, [worſhip] the Lord in the beauty of holineſſe. 
Theſe two are joyned together. (The like you 
have Pſal. 29. 2.) And it is part of that ſong 
which David made when he brought back the 
Arke, and ſo ſet up Gods worſhip. And fur- 
ther, in Eſay 60.7. it is called the houſe of bis 
glory, and that Chapter is a Prophecic of the 
Goſpel, ver.s5. 

Now if the worſhip of God, and the go- 
vernment of his houſe, and every ordinance 
thereof tend ſo much to his plory, and fer him 
up as King; then how much is he engaged to per- 
fe ir ? He will fully ſhew himſclfe ro be King 
of Saints in his worſhip, as well as King of Nations 
in his works. And therefore as his work is ſaid to 
be perfect, Deut.32.4. lo he will in the end make 
his werſbip perfet?, (I ſpeak for the outward admi- 
niſtration of it) even the perfection of beauty, (a5 
the Pſalmiſt calls it, Pſal.50.2.) which it cannot 
be ſtyled, whilſt any part is wanting, or mif- 
placed : or (to conclude this reaſon in the lan- 
guage of the Metaphor in the Text) God is not 

ike the fooliſh builder,that will begin to lay the fowre 
hi of his Church, and not fully perfe& and f- 
ec: --- 
The firſt Uſe ſhall be an extraRt of the firſt 
Branch of this Do&trine. Ler Gods people there- 
fore know their ſtrength ; Though their encmics 
be as mountaines, yet ina cauſe of God and his 
Church,let them not be «frighted at them, Dems. 
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7.31. yea lct them deſpiſe them all, as the phraſe 
iS, Eſay 37-22. When Rabſhekah brought a threat- 
ning Ambaſlage from the King of Aſſyria, with 
this Preface unto it, Thus ſaith the great King, the 
King of Aſſyria, ( Eſay 36.4.) where are they. among 
all the gods of the countries, that have delivered ther 
land out of my hand ? &c. Inanſwer to this, what 
doth good HeJekiah , through the Prophers en- 
coura _ returne _—_ bur this The Vir- 
in, the ter of Ston hath deſpiſed thee, Eſay 37. 
- AlhoSh A but a wha 4. yet Cre 
Champion who is ia love with her, that will cake 
her part, and fight her quarrell. The people of 
God are weak in themſelves, but they-have a 
ſtrong Captaive; ſo Chriſt declares himſelte to 
be unto them, Foſb. 5. 14. As the Captarne of the- 
Lords Hoafſt am I come. And if a Lyon be the Cap- 
taine, though the Armic confiſts but of Harts 
and Sheep, yet they will |be too hard. for the 
wolves that come againſt them, It is the com- 
pariſon the Scripture uſerh, Eſ4.31.4. Like as the 
Lion and the young Lion roar:ng on his prey, when a 
multitude of ſhepheards are called forth againſt him, 
ſo ſhall the Lord of Hoaſts come downe to fight for mount 
Sion , and for the hill th:reof. And then how ſtill 
and quiet is the enemme and avenger ! Jeſus 
Chriſt was borne, as to be a King, fo a Con- 
querour z and we may ſtyle him -King Fer the 
Conquerour ;, {0 Rev. 6. 2. He went forth conquering, 

and to conquer. 
It God will throw :downe all mountains of 
Oppoſition , ' that CEE 4 pericing of his

A Sermon preached at the late Faſt, 


Church : Then get up your Faith and reſolution, 
for this great worke of reforming the Church, 
and forecaſt not what oppoſition you arc like to 
encounter with, get but your hearts filled with 
Faith, and you will be able to ſay, (as Zerwbbabel 
herc)1Who art thow, O great Monntaine ? It was long 
erc Zerubbabelcould be brought to believe , orto 
reſolve to doe it, the diſcouragements were 0 
great : the greater mountaine of thetwo was the 
unbelicfe in his owne heart; but when he oncedid 
reſolve to ſet upon the worke, he found all thoſe 
mountains to vaniſh before him. To ſpeake ſtill in 
the language of the metaphor here, Have but 5 
much faith as 4 grain of muſtard-ſeed, and you may 
ſey to this monutain, Be removedinio _ and it ſhall 
be removed : HeJekiah was 2 great cformer, he 
removed the high places, and brake the 5, 4nd 
cus downe the Groves , and brake in pieces the Bratgn 
Serpent, 2 Kings 18. 4. and then withall it is added 
inthe follewing words, He _ in the Lord Gd 
#f Iſrael, ver.5. They that will rcforme a Church 
or State, muſt truſt more in God in doing it, then 
inany work elſe. 

Is a word of Caution : For if the worſhip of 
God and every part of it doth ſo much concernc 
Gods glory, (as hath been ſhewed in the Reaſos 
of this Doarine) then take beed how you med- 
dlc with it. Be ſure you ſct the ſervice of the houſe 
of the Lord im its right order, (as the phraſe is of He- 
\ckiahs Reformation, 3 Chron.29.35.)and that ac- 
cording to clearc light from the word of truth. 
Know and confider, that you meddle with i 

rooles 
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tooles, when you take this work iv hand. Which 
I ſpcak , not to diſcourage you from ir; bur to 
make you wary in, and attentive toit, more then 
all the works you ever did fer your hands and 
hearts unto. It was a good and a religious parpoſe 
in David to bring back rhe Arke; and for the fub- 
ſtance of the duty, he was rightin it ; he miſtook 
bur in the order : he ſer it upon a cart, when as the 
Prieſts ſhoulders ſhonld have carryed it. Himſclfe 
thus ſpeaks of ir, We fowght not God after the due or- 
der, (chart is,Gods Inſtitution) 1 Chyo. 15. 3o. And 
when it was like to fall , (God conturing thereby 
their crrour) 744 did but tonch it to keep it up, 
(and thattoo was done ou 2 good zeale) God 
{mote him for it ; though himfelfe acknow- 
ledgeth it to have been bur an eryor, or raſhniſſe 
in him, even when hce ſmote him, 2 Sam. 6.7. 
The anger of the Lord was kindted againſt W&- 
zah , and God (mote hins for his [ ervour:) But yet 
it was an crrour about rhe Arke, (Gods wor- 
ſhip,)and a ſmall onethere is dangerous, Bur you 
wi then ſay, We had beſt nor meddle with it at 
all, but let it alone, and leave iras'tt is. Ir is truc, 
that David himſelfein his feare had juſt the ſame 
thoughts, 1 Chron.13.12. David was 4fraid of God 
that day, How ((aycs he) ſhall 1 bring the Ark of God 
home to me ? If men be ſtricken thus for touching 
of ir, God be mercifull rome, (thought he) ler 
it rather remaine where it is. So David brought not 
the Ark home to himſelfe ,but carryed it a de into the 
houſe of 0bed Edom, ver.13. But God did ſoon con- 
fute him of this his erroraMo'; for the 14:ver. rels 

| us, 
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us, that The Lord bleſſed the howſe of 0bed Edom, and 
all chat he had. And then David began to bethink 
himſclfe, Surely if ic brings a bleſſing upon the 
houſe of obed Edom, it will doc the like onmine 
roo. And then we reade in the 13. Chap. He preps- 
red a place for it, and brought it home ,, and he being 
by this breach made, put upon ſearching into the 
Word, found that the Lewites oncly ow2ht to car 

it, and that becauſe they did it not at the firſt,t 

Lord therefore made 4 * cops" wpon them, ver. 30, 
Now above all all obſcrve, that when he amen- 
ded that crrour, and brought it home , he was 
bleſt, and bleſt 3ndeede : For no ſooner did hee 
thinke of building a hgyſc tor it, but God promi- 
ſed to eſtabliſh his houſe for ever. [2 Sam.7.11. 
And recade the 18.Chapter, and you ſhall ſee how 
all his encmics upon this were ſubdued afore him, 
And then of his ſonne Solomon, God ſayes inthe 
1 3-Ver. He ſhall build an houſe for my name, and I wil 
c _ the Throne of his Kingdome for ever : His 
own houſe and the Kingdome were eſtabliſhed 


together by it. Thus likewiſe when this ſecond 

Temple was to be finiſhed , God provokes them 

tO it by this, [ From this time will I bleſſe you, Hag. 

2. 19. Andas he bleſſed them, ſo he will bleſle 

you, and your families, and the Kingdome. To 

inſtance in ſome Joepeutees » (which have been 
O, 


in your hearts alſo, as that purpoſe was in D4- 
vids) rogether with encouragements out ofthe 
Scriptures ſuited thereunto. You have declared 
your godly reſolution to be (to cxpreſle it in your 
own words) to #ſe your utmoſt endeavours to | 269. 
arne 
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gearned and Roy Miniſters, with 8 good and ſuf- 
cie nt maintenance throughout the whole Kingdomel, 
wherein many dark corners are miſerably deſtitute of 
the means of (alvation,which proje rendeth to en- 
large Chriſts myſticall Church. From thzjs time God 
will bleſſe yow , (look for it) and eſtabliſhthe King- 
dome by it. The Scripture for your encouragemet 
holds forth an example of juſt the like pratice 
_ of one of the beſt Kings , and of that ſame bleſ- 
ſing tollowing upon it, which isinall your aims, 
2 Chron.17.7,8,9,10. Fehoſhaphat in the third yeare 
of his raigne [ent to his Princes, ts teach (that is, to 
countenance the teaching of the Word) i» the- 
Cities of Fulah,and with them the Levites and Prieſts, 
and they taught in Judah, and had the Book of the_- 
Law of the Lord with them, and went throughout all 
the Cities of Fudah, and tawght the people. Here is 
the ſame praRice that you have reſolved upon; & 
the ſucceſle is anſwerable to your hearts deſires : 
For ver, 10. it followes, And the feareof the Lord fell 
upon allt he Kingdomes of the Landsthat were round 4- 
bout Fudah, & they made no warre againſt Iehoſhaphat. 
This will ſecurEthe Land,as much as that poſture 
of Warrc you intend. You have alſo ifſucd out an 
Order for the purging out divers Innovations in & 
about the wor ſhip of God,for the aboliſhing of all Cruci- 
fixes ſcandalous pitfures,&c.and other the like ſuper- 
ſtitions, Go on tocſtabliſhit;you will eſtabliſh the 
Kingdomebyit, Not to quote the book of Kings 
and Chronicles , which is abundant in ſuch cx- 
amples ; we have an inſtance more ancient of 
the like bleſſing of God upon the like practice, 
G 
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Gen. 35. Facob reformed his family of all their 
ſtrange Gods, and all their eare-rings, wer. 1. & 4, 
and the ſucceſſe was , that the terrour of God was 
upon all the Cities round about them, wer. 5, You 
have likewiſe declared, that you intend 4 dues 
and neceſſary Reformation of the Government and Lj- 
turgie of the Church, &c. you will finde the 
like bleſſing ro be upon this alſo, in the Warre 
you have undertaken againſt the Popiſh Iriſh 
Rebels. When Abijah King of Fudah was to 
fight with Feroboam King of 1ſrae! , that had 
perverted the worſhip of the Lord, ſce how he 
pleades the cauſe againſt them and his Armie; 
Te have caſt ont the Prieſts of the Lord , but as for 
the Lord « our God, and we have not forſaken him,and 
the Prieſts which miniſter unto 1he Lord are the Sonsof 
Aaron , that is, ſuch as by Gods owne appoint- 
ment were to governe the Church , and to mini- 
ſteratore the Lord : And they burne unto the Lord 
every morning and every evening, burnt $acrifices,and 
ſweete incenſe. the ſhew-bread alſs ſet they in order upon 
the pure Table, and the Candleſtick of gold with the 
Lamps thereof : We keepe the chatpe of the Lord our 
. God, but you have forſaken him, and behold, God him- 
ſelfe is with us for our Captain, but you ſhall not proſper, 
&e.wver.g9,10,11, 6 12. andthe iflue of all this 
is recorded; wer. 16, & 17. God ſmote Feroboam 
and all Iſrael before Abijah and Fudah, and the Chil- 
dren of Iſrael fled before Fudah, and Abijah and his 
people flew them with a great ſlang hter, ſo that the- 
children of Iſrael were brought under at that time. 
Bur on the contrary, If yon falter in the matrer 
ot 
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of Religion and Worſhip, know, that from that 
time God will curſe you, as he did Feroboam and 
Ijracl-with him ; who when he had ſer up the 
calves, to hold the people to him , God threa- 
tens his houſe totake it away, as 4 man takes away 
dung untill it beall gone,1 Xing.14.10. And as for 1i- 
racl and the ſtate of that Kingdome,he threatneth 
zo [mite it 45 a Reede u ſhaken with the watey, ver. 15. 
Whercas you may ſtand asa Rock in the waters, 
and all aJterations and turnings of the ſtreame 
would but daſh and breake themſelves upon you, 
you all that while abiding ftirme & immoved;you 
will then become asa reede in the waters, toficd 
up and downe, with contrary motions of feares 
and troubles , as the ſtreame carryes you this 
way or that way, even as that ſtate of Iſrael 
from that time was but fluctuating, and at beſt, 
unſtable as waters with variety of governments 
and Governours, the ſtreame of the people ſome- 
times turning one way, ſometimes another, (as 
in the ſtory appeares;) and in the end, God ſayes 
that he will root up 1/racl out of this good Land, and 
pluck up this Reede even by the roots, when it 
hath beene. toſt awhile up and downe. So it fol- 
lows there, 

I will end this Caution with two Rules. Firſt, 
be ſure you eſtabliſh nothing but what you have 
full, cleare, and' generall light for. Secondly, 
condemne nothing, and ſuffer nothing to ſtand 
condemned, in which, you in your conſciences 
are doubtfull, there may be a truth : For if you 
ſhould build the leaſt Hay _ Stubble , youwill not

and all Iſrael before Abyah and Judah, anll 
dren, of Iſrael fled before Fudah, and Abijah and WW 
people flew them with a great ſlanzhter, ſo that the 
children of Iſrael were brought under at that time. 

Bur on the contrary, If yon falrer in the matret 
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of Religion and Worſhip, know, that from that 
time God will curſe you, as he did Feroboam and 
Iſrael with him ; who when he had ſet up the 
calves, to hold the people to him , God threa- 
tens his houſe totake it away, 4s 4 man takes amay 
dung untill it beall gone,1 Xing.14.10. And as for 1l- 
racl and the ſtate of that Kingdomeghe threatneth 
to ſmite it 48 a Reede u ſhaken with the watey, ver.15. 
Whercas you may ſtand asa Rock in the waters, 
and all alterations and turnings of the ſtreame 
would but daſh and breake themſelves upon you, 
you all that while abiding firme & immoved;you 
will then become asa reede in the waters, toficd 
up and downe, with contrary motions of feares 
and troubles, as the ſtreame carryes you this 
way or that way, even as that ſtate of Iſrael 
from that time was but fluctuating, and at beſt, 
wnſtable as waters with variety of governments 
w_ and Governours, the ſtreame of the people ſome- 
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oncly ſuffer loſſe , but lay a foundation of a new 
rent and diviſion inthe age to come, For thereis 
a Spires mentioned in the Text, even the Hol 
Ghoſt, who will not reſt working in mens ſpi- 
rits, till che whole building be rightly framed ac- 
cording to the pattern in every piccc of it. And 
what.cver is amifle, and not according to his 
minde, the light of his fire will both diſcover ir 
and burne it up, which leads me to the 5. Oblcr- 
vation,which 1s this: 

That God carryes on the work of finiſhing his Tem- 
ple, [01 by power nor might, but by his Spirit. By 
Spirit he meaneth the holy Ghoſt, by a more 
immediate hand ſtirring up mens ſpirits unto-this 
work , turning and convincing them of the truth, 
and of their duty towards it z and likewilc by co- 
incident acts of Providence,ſo apparently whee- 
ling abour to the effeRing of ir, that though might 
and power be brought to concur in ir, yet fo as his 
hand alone ſhall be ſeene and acknowledged in it. 
And thus his Spirit] here is manifeſtly interpre- | 
red inthe 10.ver. where itis ſaid,that as all ſhould 
feethe Plummet in the hand of Zerubbahel,(the inſtru- 
ment of building ir) ſo they ſhould perceive thoſe 
ſeven eyes of the Lord, which run to and fro throuch 
the whole earth : (that is, his eyes of Providence, 
called ſeven, becauſe of their perfecion) theſe to 
have ſo guided and managed all the affairs there- 
of, that all the rayes and beames of Providence 
i{fuing from thoſe eyes, _ be ſcene to meet 
inthe accompliſhment of this, as their ultimatc 
ame and ſcope.” Now theſe ſeven eyes, Rew.'5.6. 
' are 
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are called tbe ſeven Spirits of God, ſent forth into all 
the earth : And Rev.1.4. are plainly interpreted to 
be the holy Ghoſt in his various workings, for 
Grace and Peace 1s there wiſhed from the ſeven Spi- 
rits. Thus much forthe explication of it. 

Mow that the building of the Temple is thus 
more immediately carrycd on by the working of 
the holy Ghoſt, you may reade 1c all along in all 
the ſtory of the building of this Temple in the 
Old Teſtament,as likewiſe in that of the New. - 

Firſt, the laying the Foundation of this Tem- 
ple, it was done indeed by the power and might of 
Cyrus ; bur yet EFr4 1.and 2. it is added, The Lord 
ſtirred up the ſpirit of Cyrus , and how , but by a 
meere at of tore-fight or providence afore-hand 
about it 7 God had an hundred yeers before his 
buth , by his Spiri# written a Prophecie of him, 
and that by name, Eſay 44. u{t. which theſe Jews 
ſhewing him , Gods Spirit ſtirred up his ſpirit 
thereby, tor in his Proclamation himſelt ſayes, 
The Lord hath charged me to build him an houſe at Fe- 
ruſalem, (0 ver.2.0t ETrs 1. And when he had thus 
given leave tothe Jews to goe and build ir, yet 
ſtill ir was agreat matter of ſelf-denyall to them, 
to leave therr houſes and gardens which they had built 
and planted at Babylon, Fer. 29.5. Therefore it 1s 
further added inthe 5.ver.ot that 1. of EXr4, Then 
roſe up the chiefe of the Fathers, and the Prieſts and 
Levites,with all them whoſe | ſhirit God had raiſed up} 
to build the houſe of the Lord. And then again,when 
it came to this ſecond work, the Finiſhing of it, 


they were excceding backward to it, but God 
G 3 ſent 
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ſent Two Prophets, who convinced them of their 
duty; and therefore Hag.1.14. it is expreſly and on 
purpoſe put in , that The Lord ſtirred up the ſpirits] 
of Zerubbabel, and the (pirit of Feſbuah, and the ſpirit 
of all the remnant of the people, and they came: and 
did work in the houſe < the Lord their God, And 
againe, whereas the Perſian Kings had made De- 
crecs againſt the building of it, (which was the 
greateſt impediment of all the reſt) God brought 
Dari his heart at laſt off to it,and that by fo un- 
expected a way, as madeall the peoplejoyfull : 
So it is expreſly ſaid, EJra 6.22. They kept the feaſt 
of unleavened bread with joy ;, for the Lord had mad: 
them joyfull , . and had turned the heart of the King 
of Aſſyr1a unto them, to ſtrenzthen their hands in the 
work of the houſe of God. Yea and his heart was fo 
much ſtirred in it,that he not onely makes a Degree 
for it, wer, 8. bur likewiſe againſtall thoſethat 
ſhould oppoſe it, under a capitall puniſhment, 
ver.11. yea, he cutſeth all that ſhould put to their 
 handto alterit, ver.12.ſ0 that the enemies that be- 
tore oppoſed it, were now conſtrained to further 
it, ver.13. All this was done, (as you ſcc) Not 9 
power, nor by might, but by Gods Spirit, Thus muc 
for this inſtance in the_Text out of the old Te+ 
ſtamenr. | 
See the like in Gods building his Church in 
the New; Both in ſetting up his Church in the 
world at firſt, when Heatheniſme backe with the 
powerof the Romanc Empire ſtood inthe way of 
it; and likewiſe in raiſing it up againe,when An- 
tighriſt had throwne it downe, For the firſt, (the 
Erc&ing 
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ErcRing ot it) Did he ufe m5g4t, or power, or an 
Armie (as tis varicd in the margent) to conquer 
the world by 2 No ſuch matter: He choojcth 
twelve or thirteenc men, whereof the moſt were 
poore fiſher-men; and he ſends them notall ro- 

cther in one troop neither, bir diſperſed apart 
into ſeverall parts of the world, ſome taking one 
Country to conquer, {one another : The moſt ri- 
diculous courle in appearance, for ſuch a defigne, 
that could be 1magined., Yet (as Revel. 6. 2.) 
Chriſt in theſe went torth conquering, and to con- 


_ quer, and took nothing with him bur his Bow, (as 
it is there) and his Arrowes, (as it is Pſal. 45.5.) 


the preaching of the Golpel,cven the fool;ſhneſſe of 
preaching (as the Apoſtlecalls it) yet hereby the 
people fell ſo under him, (as the Pſalmiſts phraſe 
there is) thatin three hundred yeares that whole 
Empire was turned Chriſtian , and Heatheniſh 
worſhip throwne downe ; andthis you ſce ze by 
power, nor by might, but by hs Spirit. 

But then again Antichriſt ſteps up, the Beaſt 
of Rome, and after Him all theworld wondered, (that 
is, the European world,) Revel. 13. 3.' ſaying, 
Who is like unto the Beaſt? who us able to make warre_- 
with him ? wer. But at the 14. Chap. a Lambe cn- 
counters him, and but with a handfull in compa- 
riſon,out from among whom he ſends a few emi- 
laries, to-preachthe everlaſting Goſpell to every Nati- 
m, tongue, and kindred : ver. 6, &c. and inthe end 
he wins all the Northerne Kingdomes , to em- 
brace that Goſpell,and will ſtil goe onto Conquer 


and winne ground,'fo that in the 15, Chap. and 
2.V0T, 


A Sermon preached at the late Faſt, 


2. ver, We reade of a perfe& victory over the 
Beaſt : And whereas before it had beene (aid of 
his Holineſſe the Pope, Who i like unto the Beaſt ? 
Now it is ſaid, wer. 4. Who ſhall not feare thee, 0 
Lord ? for thou onely art holy.) And whereas atore 
All the world wondred after the Beaſt, and worſhipped 
him.che world is now ſo altered, that it is ſaid, Al 
Nations ſhall come & worſhip beforeTHEE,in thelame 
4.v. And now the wonder 1s as much,how all this is 
brought about: Not by power, ner by might, but by his 
Spirit. So it is cxpretly ſaid,zTheſ.2.8.ſpeaking of 
this man of ſin,he layes, Whom the Lord ſhall :onſume 
with the (Spirit of his month: har is,by hisSpirit, in 
the preaching|of the Goſpel, and working in the 
hearts of men,and overcomming Kingdomes unto 
Chriſt and his Church: So we -reade Revel. 17.4. 
The Lambe ſhall overcome the Kings that made war 

with him, and yct not bypower,but by his Spirr. 
The Reaſon of this is, becauſe the building of 
Gods Church is his owne buſineſſe, in a more ſpeci- 
all manner, more then any other , therefore he 
will be ſureto doe it himſclte, and more immedt- 
ately be ſecnc init. As it is ſaid of Chriſt Perſonal, 
(the Tabernacle of his humane nature) Heb. 9. 12. 
that it was wot made with hands, that is to (ay, nt 
of this building, (as the Apoſtle there ſpeaks) that 
1s, It was not tramed bythe power ot nature, as 
other menare, but by the Spirit : So it 1s true of 
Chriſt myſtical, his Body , and the Tabernacle of 
his Church. It is notot the ordinary make that 
other focieties of men (whetherFamilics or King- 
domes) are of, it is wot madewith hands, (with hu- 
manc 
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mane wildome or power, as they are) that w to ſay, 
i not of this building. Thus Heb. 3. 4. Every hogſe 
(fayes the Apoſtle) « built by ſome man, That is, 
All Kingdomes, Familics, an4 Socictics, God in 
an ordinary providence leaves to men to build in 
their owne way but (layes he) He that built all 
things, s God, Which is ſpoken of Gods building 
his Church, (which is his houſe) aud all things 
appertaining unto it, as is evident both by the 
fore-going words, wver.z. He that built the houſe_- 
(the Apoſtle ſpeaking of Chriſt, who is God) 
hath more honour then the howſe : And alſo by thoſe 
words that tollow atter, Moſes was faithfull in all 
his houſe, (namely, in the building of that houſe 
then) 45 4 ſervant : but Chriſt 5 4 Son over his 
owne houſe, (now) whoſe houſe arewe. The reaſon 
why thus himſclte by his Spixit builds it, is held 
forth in that one word,lIt is his [owneJhouſe : and 
therefore he will over-ſce the doing this himſelf, 
and will doc it ſo,that none ſhall ſhare in the glory 
with him, although he uſeth them. 

Firſt Uſe, is, that which is made of it in the 
10. verſe , namely that in matters which con- 
cern the building of the Church, we ſhould learne 
to deſpiſe rhe day of ſmall things : The Prophet 
6 Ho it by way ot reproofe, Who hath defoiſed 
the day of ſmall things * Becauſe the beginnings 
of this worke then were but ſmall, and there was 
little appearance in humane forc-fight to effec it: 
Therefore, who almoſt was there that did not 
deſpiſe ir, and deſpaire of ir? Remember that 


there isa Spirit in the Text, andno man knowes 
H how 


Uſe 1, 
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how far he may carry onthe ſmalleſt beginnings, 
which he laycs as the foundation of his greateſt 
works, that his owne immediate hand may the 
more appeare. The Kingdome of heaven was at firſt 
but as a graine of muſtard-ſeed,({ayes Chriſt) the 
leaſt of all ſeeds, but whents « growne, it « the greateſt 
of hearbs, and becomes atree, Mat.13.32. In the 2, 
of Day. ver. 34, & 45. there is mention made of 
4 ſtonerchat was cut out of the Mountain without hands; 
which expreſſion is uſed not onely ro ſhew the 
Divine power that accompanicd it, but ro inti- 
mate, thatit was at firſt but ſome little ſtone, 
which withour hands dropt out, or was blowne 
downe from the Mountaine ; for if it had beene a 
great one, it muſt then have had hands to cut and 
hew it out, and to throw it downe. And yet loe- 
this lietle ſtone becgire a mounteine, and filled the 
whole earth, as it there follows. 

A Second Uſe is, that which is in the Text, 
that when you ſec any thing done for Gods 
Church beyond the reach of humane wiſdome 
and fore-fight, that you would tall downe and 
cry (as they are taught here wer. 7.) Grace, Grace 
wnto is: You arc nitto cry up Zerubbabel, Zerub- 
babel, that is,any meanes or inſtrument wharever, 
whether King or Parliament,much leffe this man, 
or that man, butto exalt the free grace of God, 
the worke of which alone it isand hath becne. 

One word more unto Zerwbbabel, the Text cals 
for it 4 This i theword of the Lord wno Zerwbbabel. 
From which let the Obſervarion be this: 


That this worke of finiſhing the Temple , les ey

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and chiefly npon Zerubbabel, and hu Elders to take_ 
care of : That is, upon Prince and Elders, And 
though Feſhwsh and his fellowes the Pricfts are 
intended, (as being the one of thoſe Qlive trees 
formerly mentioned) yet Zermbbabel and the Ma- 
giſtrares arc ogcly ſpoken to. All fuch motions 


ſhould come firſt from You « is Your dutyto- 


be the he-goats of the flock to lead on all the ref, as the 
Prophet EXeckiel (peaks: Thus EJre 1.5. Then roſe 
wp the chiefe of the Fathers of Judah and Bemjamin, 
to build the houſe of the Lord : It had otherwiſe ne- 
ver been done to purpoſe. So in the building of 
the Temple at firſt the motion came firſt into Da- 


ids heart;i Chro,29.3.1 have(laycs he) ſet my affe- 


ttion to the houſe of God : And then, wer.6.The chiefe 
of the Fathers and Princes of the houſe of Iſrael, they 
follow; and them fell in the people, and they rejey- 
cedand offered willingly,(owver.13, You ſhould com- 
mend unto the people what is good and right. Les 
ws bring back the Ark of owr God unto us, ({aid Drvid, 
1 Chron. 13. 3.) and no ſooner had he commen- 
ded it unto them, bur (as it followes,wer.4.) all rhe 
_—_—_ ſaid, they would doe ſo, for the thing was 
right 1n the eyes of all the people. 


And the reaſon why this is your more eſpeciall . 


duty, is, becauſe God hath honoured Princes and 
Magiſtrates above,and {erthem over others : And 
as theſe who honour God, God will honowr ; (0 thoſe 
whom God hath honoured , he expeRs ſhould 
honour him ; and you cannot doc it better then 
this way : For how much his honouris concerned 


in his worſhip,you heard before. 
up,y — Let 
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Let the honour of it move you : Take the re- 
nowned men in Scripture, and their greateſt glv- 
ry hath been to be builders of Gods houſe. Ir is 
mentioned as _ his higheſt honour, Heb. 3.2, 
3, 4. And Davis (though a King already) ac- . 
counts this a greater honour then his Crowne. So 
1 Chron.29.14. Who am I, (ſaycs he) and what 's my 
people, that we ſhould offer ſo willingly ? He ſpeaks 
it of ottering towards the building of the Temple, 
And inthe New Teſtament it is the Apoſtles ho- 
nour, that they were Maſter-buulders, yea it is 
made Chriſts higheſt honour, Heb.3.3. This man 
was accounted worthy of more glory then Moſes 5 in a 
much as he who hath builded the houſe, hath more ho- 
nour then the houſe. So far as you arc capable of 
it, and have power to doe it, be in this conformed 
unto him. The Prize of this honour is ſect before 
you, and you have the firſt offer of it. An opportu- 
nity ſuch as theſe laft hundred yeeres wellnigh 
have nor afforded the like to it. This Parliament 
ſ{cemes to have bcen called by God, for ſuch « time 
« thi, and it you willnot doe it, God will doe it 
without you: As he ſaid that Deliverance,ſo(ſayl) 
Reformation will ariſe ſome other way, God hath a 
Spirit here inthe Text, that will worke it out in 
mens hearts,if power and might ſhould not: And 
That will belittle to your honour us Deborah ſaid to Ba- 
rak.Inthe 5. of Micah,ver. 7. Theremnant of Facob 
is ſaid to be as 4 dew from the Lord,and as the ſhowers 
> a the graſſe,[ that rarrieth not for man, nor waiteth 

or the ſons of men. The Prophet uſcth two ſimili- 
tudes , to ſhew both thar the multiplication and 
wy i'S growth 
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growth of the Church depend not upon man; 
tirſt, tor their propagation, and their being mulci- 
plycd, he compares them unto the dew which is 
cngendred and diſtilled from Heaven immediare- 
ly. Therefore Pſal. 110. 3. New converts added 
unto the Church are compared unto the Dew, and 
Gods begetting of them unto the womb of the mor- 
»ing,when over-night, the carth was dry. Again, 
the growthand maintaining of them he compares 
unto the ſprouting up of herbs and grafle in wil- 
derneiſes where man comes not,8 ſo their ſpring- 
ing farrieth net for man, nor waiteth for the ſons of 
men,tor them to come with watering pots to nou- 
riſhthera,(as herbs in gardens do) but theſe have 
ſhowers from heaven that give the encreaſe : 1 the 
Lord ((peaking of this Vineyard) doe keepe it, I will 
water it every moment, Eſay 27.3.

The Concluſion. 


Ow for a Concluſion, and winding up of 

all. Is this Word of the Lord ſpoken to 
you, in a way of generall Application onely, 
ſuch as ſimilitudinary examples (which in ſome 
things hold a likeneſfs) ufe to have,(Allthings hap- 
peninz inthe Old Teſtament for examples, and are 
written for our admonition, upon whom the ends of the 
world are come, as the Apoſtle ſpeaks, 1 Cor.10. 
I1?) Or is there not ſome more ſpeciall word 
that applyes this Viſion of the Candleſtick & otjve 
Trees, as Prophetique Types of the like work of 
Fniſhing the Temple, to fall out un der the times of 
H 3 the 
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theGoſpel, whentheChurch is come out of Pope. 
ry ? That Babylon was the Prophetique Type of 
Rome, you all know where ,to find that; it is in the 
17.and 18.of the Rev. and {o applyed by the holy 
Ghoſt. And that the fowndation of this Temple was 
the type of our firſt Reformation when we came out 
fromBabylon,was in the firſt Obſervation ſhewn 
you, out of Chap. 14. and 15. And thatthe Sams- 
ritans are by the holy Ghoſt made the type of 
thoſe that ſhall in any Age corrupt the worthip of 
God,by mingling Idolatrous or Popifh ſ»perftits- 
05,45 our Innovators have done;we mcet with the 
application thereof, by the holy Ghoſt himſclie, 
unto ſome living in the beſt of Churches under 
the Goſpel, namely, that of Philadelphia, Revel, 
3-9. who ſay they are Fews,and are nat , Behold,({ayes 
God) I will make them to come and worſhip before thy 
feet, and to know that I have loved thee, (as ſpeaking 
unto that Church.)Now whereas the holy Ghoſt 
deſcribing them to be ſuch as ſay they are Fews, but 
are not, it is ina Pcriphraſis of ſpeech all one, as 
to ſay they are Samaritens, Foſephus tels us , that 
wheathe Jews were in a proſperous cſtate, the 
Samaritans would then ſay that they were Jews; 
and that fore-mentioned place , the 4. of EZrs, 
manifeſtly implyes as _ for they there plead, 
We worſhip God as you dee, Fc. And although wee 
paſſe not this judgement on mens perſons, yet we 
ma ook of cauſes and things as the Scripture 
hath done beforc us. Now as certaine it is, that 
thoſe Gods Magiſtrates, who under the times of 
the Goſpel, eſpecially in rheſe laſt dayes, nou 
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and ſhall afſift the Reformation of the Churches 


from under thoſe Samaritan ſuperſtitions, inter- - 


mingled with their worſhip,and ſhall afford their 
countenance and aid to the finiſhing and perte- 
ting the Temple, they arc typified out by the 
olive trees here, (which were then, Zerwbbabel their 
chicf Governour,and his Elaers:) And according- 
ly we find as expreſle an application of it by the 
holy Ghoſt himſielte, as Prophetically intended 
herein. Thus inthe ſame booke of the Revel. (in 
which Prophecie of the New Teſtament, the 
Holy Ghoſt borrows all rhe clegancics and flow- 
ers inthe ſtory of the Old, thereby to ſet out the 
ſtory of the New in ſucceeding ages)inthe xr. 
Chap. wer. 4. the Holy Ghoſt deſcribes the Two 
Witneſſes , that ſhould oppoſe the Beaſt and his 
party in all (and efpecially the later) ages,{aying, 
[Theſe are the two Okive trees, and the two Candle- 
fticks ſtanding beforethe God of the Earth.) Where 
by the Canaleſticks are meant the Churches (as 
was ſhewn before) and by the two ol;ve Trees the 
eminent Magiſtrates and Miniſters that ſupply 
Oylc,for the maintaining of theſe Churches light 
and glory now,as Zerubbabel and Feſhua the Pricſts 
did then. Yea the Holy Ghoſt deciphers them not 
only by the very ſame Hicroglyphique that is pre- 
ſented here in Zachary , but alſo he uſeth the very 
ſame words which we find there in the interpre- 
tation of the Viſion, [ favding __ the God of the 
earth. And further, this viſion of the Candleftick,& 


thoſe ews olive Trees in Zachary, did ſignihe,as was | 


ſhewne, nor ſo much(if at all) the firſt laying of 
4 rne 
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the foundationof the Temple , which had bene 
done many ycarcs before , but was eminently (if 
not oncly to hold forth that worke of finiſbing,and 
compleating it, which remained then to be done, 
and to ſtirre them up thereunto was that viſion 
as there given. Therefore anſwerably now, the 
full analogic ofthe type muſt principally fall up. 
on , not ſo much the firſt Reformation , or laying 
the foundation of the Churches Retormation as 
upon a ſecond work of the perfecting and finijhing 
. ofthem: And accordingly, as Zerwbbabel therein 
Zachary is ſeenc with a Plummet in hu hand, ver.10, 
to mcaſure out what remained unfiniſhed for the 
building of the Temple , ſo here in the 1. vey. of 
the 11. of the Revel. Fohn hath 4 Reed given him, 
(he repreſenting the godly of thoſe ages ) and is 
bidden to ago the Temple of God, and the Altar, 
and the Worſhippers, and this as ſuppoſing a Temple 
co have becne already built, onely having too vaſt 
and great an Outward Conrt laid to it,ver.2.Andal- 
though the computation of the whole time of An- 
tichriſts raigne,is there mentioned and annexcd to 
theſe occurences; yet but to this-cnd to ſhew how 
that time allotted him to raigne ſhould cnd & ex- 
pire, and ſointhat to ſhew what paſſages ſhould 
fall out inthe Church, towards the expiration of 
it, as a warning & ſignall of it, (whereof theſe are 
the chiefe) tor Chap.before, wer.6.the Angel that 
ves that Prophecic in the x1, ſweares that rim 

ould be no longer : (that is, the Beaſts time : ) but 
wnrill the dayes of the ſeventh Trumpet which were 


ſhortly then approaching : for immediately after 
eH1 theſe 
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theſe occurrences rchearſcd wee find that that 
ſeventh Trumpet ſounds, ver. 15. of that 11.Chap, 

But then you will fay, There is mentioned 
aftcr this an overcomming and killing of theſe 
witneſles by a warre of the Beaſt, even his laſt 
war againit the Saints, whereby he ſhall throw 
downe theie Candleſticks , and cut downe theſe 
Olive trecs ; And if ſo, where then is all the en- 
couragement ivhich you have given ? 

I dare not {iy that this killing is as yet to come; 
it is the greatejt conroveriie in this Book, whe- 
ther it be paſt or no; Bur however , ſuppoſing it

todoc, wer, 11,12,13. Now with what doth 
Chriſt comfort himſelte before he was to dye ? 
Deſtroy this Temple, (ayes he.) and in three dayes I 
will raiſe it up againe : With the ſame may you be 
encouraged alſo, (though youſuppoled it yet to 
come.) It is but 8 Deſtraite hac Templum, a deſtroy- 
ing of that you are about n repaure, this Tony 
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ple, and but for three dayes and an halte, no lon- 
ger, for After three dayes and an halfe,(as it is twice 
{aid, inthe 9. and 11. verſes) God will reare it up 
againe, and that with advantage,making a better 
edition ofit,cven an Holy of Holies, in which the 
Arke 1s ſeene, (as ver.19.)in compariſon of the for- 
mer. Yea, and further, (as ſome think ) this kil- 
ling ſhall be but a Civill death, rhar is, ofthem 
as witneſſes onely , not a natwrall death, as men; 
(For how elſe arc their bodjes (aid to lye dead for 
three yeeres and an halfe ? ) And ſo the ſame-perſons 
ſhall riſc again and enjoy the fruit of their former 
labours, and aſcend into a greater glory. 

And thirdly, {uppole this ſhould come upon 
you, cven when you arc about to finiſh your work, 
(as the 7. ver, hath it, Gr inn) when theſe 
Olive trces are about to fintſh or [ perteR?] their teſtt- 
mony, (as ſome doe readit) yet let not cventhis 
cauie you any whit to forbearethis work: Chriſt 
knew he was to be crucified, yer he caſts the mo- 
ney-changers out of the Temple ; and ſo do you: 
Purge and Retorme the Temple,though you die 
tor ir,in the doing of it. Iris worth the obſerving, 
that though it was told good King Foſiah in the 
beginning of his raigne, that God would bring 
evill upon Hiernſalem, becauſe of their Apoſtaſic 
in- Manaſſehstime , and he knew that all he could 
doe in reforming ſhould not quench Gods wrath, 
2 Kin. 16.17. yet he reformed with all his might, 
and therein there was noKing before him,that was like 
nro him,ver.23,25.

I conclude all with that ſpecch unto this whole 
State, which David uſed to Solomon , concerning 
the building of che Templein his dayes, 1 Chron, 
28.20,21.

thee, hewill not faile thee, nor forſake thee, untill thou 
haſt finiſhed all the worke for the ſervice of the houſe of 
the Lord. And behold, the courſes of the Prieſts and the 
Levites ſhall be with thee , for all the ſervice of the 
houſe of God, alſo the Princes and the people will be 
wholly at thy Commandment.

your ſoules, you will be ſatisfied. When any one ſhall 
ſee a 200d Law, and can ſay indeed the travell of my 
ſoule. wentto the making of it. When any ſhall ſeea 
good Magifirate, and can ſay, I ee inſerting up him the 
travellof my ſoule, When any ſhall ſee a farhfull ” 
wiſter, 
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viſter, a ſhining Sight, pix'into: any Candlefticke, and 
can ſay, 1 ſee of the travell of my ſoule in putting of 
him there. When any ſhall ſee truth and peace, purity 
of worſhip, and piety of life fully:cſtahliſhed _—_ 
moted in theſe Kingdomes, and can ſay indeed, Iſce 
inall theſe the rrevell of my ſople:; 1 will not much be 
troubled how to ſatisfie ſuch tor their paines, Iam ſme 
this ſight will doe it, when you ſee the travell of your 
ſoules, namely, the fruus and bleffed cffesof it, yew 
will be ſatisfied. Bleſſed i be that feares tbe Lord for he ſhall 
eat the labour of his hands, ye and of his heartand head, 
and torgue. Who would feare to labour for God £ who 
isable to make, and will make our worke our food , if 
we make our worke our labour. Be yethereforec as fo 
many Sunnes, or rather be yeall as one Sunne, As 4 
Bricegroome comming every morning ont of your chambers, 
and rejoycinz 4s a ftiroug man torgn your race. But with- 
all, remember #9 rwunne (as Chriſt the Sunne of Righ- 14.4, 12. 11 
tcoulnefle did) with patience the race which i ſet be 

- you. This your patterne, the Text cals for alſo ; the 
workesof this Church were full, as of diligence,fo of 
patience. I know thy labour and thy patience. 

It is very acceptable unto God, when we labour in his 
worke with patience, There is a twofold paticnce exer- 
ciſed in our labours : 

Firſt, the patience of waitinz. 

Secondly, the parience of ſuffering. 

The patience of waiting Gods time,and the patience” - 
of ſuffcring Mans reproach. They who-will worke for 
Chriſt ſhall be exerciſed both wayes, and Chriſt is- 
much.plcaſed to ſee his holding out under both. 

Firſt, the patience of waiting ap1m God. Tehaveneedof 
: Patiences. 
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patience, that after ye have done the will of God, ye might 
receive the promiſe. Here is firſt doing the will of God, 
which includes the labour of the former point, Then 
comes patience. And whyſuchneed of that {4 Thepro» 
miſe, that is, the good promiſed, cannot otherwiſebe 
received. Why not 2 I ſhall couch three reaſons 

why ? | 
Firſt, Though God-never failes his owne tim, yet he 
{cIdome comes at ours. The lſraclitss in Egypt groaned - 
long for deliverance ; but as ſoone as the time pre- 
ordained by God was come, they were delivered. He 
did not ſtay an houre beyond that. Hence it is obſer- 
vable, thatthe Lord {note the firſt borne of Zeypt ar 
midnight, and why at midnight £ becauſe then ex2Qly 
the 400. or 4 ;0.yeares of their captivity were expired, 
and they determining at midnight, God came preſcmly, 
he deferred them not till Morning for theirdeliverance. 
It came to paſſe, ſaith Moſes, at the end of the 430 year, 
even the ſelf-ſame day it came to paſſe, that all the Hoaſtsof 
the Lord came out fromthe Landof Egypt. So Beiſhazza 
was {lane in the night, 1» that night,8&c. And why in 
that night £ becauſe then exaRly the 70.yeares of the 
Jewes captivity in Babylon were ended ; And they et * 
ding at night, God ſtayed not till the Morning. We 
have a ſaying much like our ſelycs, day breaks no ſquart, 
but it is not ſo with God, We read once of the ſhortning 
of the dayes of evill, but never of the lengthening of them. 
Thus God never failes his owne time. And it is as true, 
that he ſeldome comes at ours. The Summer iscnded, 
and we arc not ſaved, ſay they in Ieremy,they look'd for 
ſalvation that Summerart furtheſt. We are ſhort- breathed, 
and ſhort ſighted, and ſo,vcry apt to avte-dge the ns 
| | mics 
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miſcs in regard of their eonens agony : That which 
is but a moment in the Kalendar of Heaven, {cemes an 
erous. This and the remedy are puttogether inthe , _., 
{ſecond of Habbakuk,where the viſion is ſaid tarry,and Ef 
not to 7477. It rarries n0t in reference to the time fixed 
by Chriſt, but it #ar77es in reference tothe time ſuppoſed 
by w, Whatmuſt we docein thiscaſe © if itrarry , wait 
for it, there is no remedy but patience, Lengrhen pati- 
ence,and that will make thetime fhorr. Opt 
Secondly, the preſent dealings of God withapeo- 
ple, dac many times carry a ſhew of contrariety againft 
his owne promiſes and purpoſes. *HE brings 1/rael to ex. 
the Sea, and ſuffers an Army toiincamp at their backs, 
when he meant ro deliver them. Clowds and darknefſe are Dll, gen. 
round about him,when judgement end jaſtice are the habita- 
tion of his Throne, Withour patience there is no abiding 
under theſe clouds and darknefle,rill the light of his ju- 
Rice and judgement breakethforth. 
Thirdly, God catmotbeare it with patience, that we 
ſhould Jimne him,” either to the time, or manner, or 
meanes of help. He complaines of the Jewes forthis 
preſumption, they limited the holy Qne of Tfrael.

W hat,raifing 
of Partics, What hiring of Councellors, What Letters 
tothe Court, What bribing of Nehemiah's near friends 
to take them off, could doe, was done, in oppoſition 
of his deſigne. And while God hath ſuch a worketo 
doe, and men have ſuch corruptions in their hearts, 
and the Devill ſuch temptations in his hand, the like 
will be done againe And if ſo, 0 Patience, Pati- 
ence ! who can doc any thing for Chriſt without 
thee? _ | 
Wherefore let patience have a perfect worke, otherwile 
you can never bring your workes to perfetiion. In patience 
poſſeſſe your ſeules, As faith gives us rhe poſſeſſion: of 
Chriſt, ſo paticnce gives us the poſſeſſion of our (clves. 
An impatiefit perſon is out of his owne power, his parts 
and abilities are as loſt to him, he cannot uſe them. 
Neither is there any acarer way to our owne ends and 
comforts, then patience. Firſt wait patiently on God: 
For the Lord is a God of Indgement, bleſied are all they that 
wait for him. Y ou will ſay, there wweht be bleſſedneſſein- 
deed,in-vvaiting upon a Ged of mercy, Butihovv canvyc 
be bleſſedin vvaicing upon a God of Indgement ? Is there 
any Motive in Judgement to invite attendance *

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of anger. It is a bleſſed thing to wair on him,whoweare 
fare, makes reaſon,net rage;the rule of his Ations,who 
holds every paſſion 1n the Golden Bridle of £M ode#ation. 

Secondly judgement is here taken forequity, as it is 
oppolice 79 1njwſtice, Either in not puniſhing the wicked, 
or in yot relieving the good. That man is bleſſed who 
waits upon a juſt Judge witha juſt cauſe. 

Thirdly, judgement is here taken for wiſedome, as 
Iudgemert is oppoſed to folly and weakneſſe ——_— 
ding. It is a great burthen to wait upon a foole ; but 
we can cafſily ſtay for the reſolutions of the wiſe : wha 
we are ſure, have the compaſle of a bnfinefle in their 
heads , and are $killed in timing and erdering every 
circumſtance, How bleſſed then are they, who while 
they wotke for, can wait upouthis Godof judgement: 
whoſe moderation.and juſtice, and wiſedome are ſuch, 
as will not ſuffer him cither to doe any thing before the 
ſer, the fit time come, nor to ſtay the doing of it one 
minute after. Hence the Church is brought in ad- 
miring God , and rejoycing that ſhee had waited 
on him. None eyer repented of this patience, Loe 


this is our God, we have waited for him, and he will

Fifchly, ſome are curable and willing to be refor- 


med, others are incurable and hate tobe reformed. 
Such as are publicke and ſcandalons, ſuch as are 
obſtinate and pertinacious, ſuch as are evill-plotters 
and cvill-promoters, ſuch as are ſeducers- and miſlea- 
ders, ſuch as are incurable and hate to be reformed; 
theſe, and if there be any like unto themy ovght not

mory and treads in their (tcps ? Nogthe Phariſces confeſt as much 
of the holy Prophets, Let him and ſuch as he when they arein 
their beft ations even at their prayers looke to heare that which 
the Phatilees heard from: /obnthe Bepriſt when they leaſt expe- 
Qed, when they cather lookt.for praiſe from him» Generation of 
Vipers who hath warn'd ye to flee from the wrath to come ? Now 
th.t ye have ſtarted back fror the purity of Scripture which is 
the only rule of reformation, tothe old vomit of your traditis 
ons, now that ye have ether troubl'd of leven'd the people of 
God , and the doQrine of the Goſpell with ſcandalons ceremo- 
nics and mafle- borrow'd Liturgies, doe ye turne theuſe of that 
treth which ye profeſſe,to countenancethat falfhood which ye 
gaine by ?

difſolv'd, aud ferch*tup by the roots, for which ichath m__ 
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the publick thanks and bleſſings of thorfands,this obſcure thorn- 
eater of malice and detration, as well as of Duodlibets and So 
phi/ms knowes. not whether it were illegall or riot.

& che nilnd,butalio the improvemeit of Gods Spirit is quickn'd 
by ufin... Wheras they who will ever adhere to liturgy,bring thE- 
ſclves 1n theend to tuch a paſſe by overmuch leaning as to loole 
- even the legs of their devotion. Theſe inconveniencies and dan- 
gers follow the compelling of ſet formes : but thac the tolcrati- 
on of the Engliſh Liturgy now io uſe, is.more dangerous then 
the compelling of any other which the reformed Churches ule, 
theſe reaſons following may evince. Tocontend that it is fanta- 
Ricall, if not ſeaſeletſc in ſome places,were a copiaus ar; ument, 
eſpecially ia the Ke/pon/013:5. For ſuch alternations as ace there 
us'd mult be by ſeveral! perſons z but.the Miniſtcr and the people 
cannot fo ſever their intereſts, as toſuſtaine ſeverall perſons; he 
being the only mouth of the wholg body which hepreſtnts. And 
if the people pray he being filent,or they ask one thing & heano- 
ther, it either changes theproperty, making the Pcielt che peo- 
ple, and the peoplethePcieſt by turnes, or elle makes two per- 
ſons and two bodics repieſentative where the: e ſhould bebut one. 
Which if it be noughtelſe, muſt needs be a ſtrange quaintneſie 
in ordinary prayer. The like, or worſe may be ſaid of the Litany, 
wherein neither Piicſt nor people ſpeak any intire ſenſe of thea). 
{elves throughout the whole 1 know not what to name it z on- 
ly by the timely contribution of their parted Rakes, cloſing up 
av it were the /ckifme of a flic't prayer, they pray not in vatne, 
for by this means they keep life betweene them in a piece of gaſ- 
ping'ſenſe.and keepdowne the {awcinefle of a continuall reboun- 
ding nonſenſe. And hence it is that as it hath been farce from 
the imitation of any warranted prayer, fo we all know it hath 
bin obvious to be the pattern of many aJig. And he who hath bur 
rexd-in good books of devotion aud no more, cannot be lo cicher 
of eare or jadgement unpradtiz'd to diſtinguiſh what is grave, pa- 
thcticall, devour, and what not, but will preſently perceave this 
Liturgy all over in conception leanc and dry, of afteftions empty 
and unmoving, of paſſion, or any heigth whereto the foule might 
ſoar upon the wings of zcale, delittute and barren : belides er- 


rors, 
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rors, tautologies, impertincnces, as thoſe thanks in the womans 
Churching tor ber delivery from Sunburning and M-onblaft- 
ing, as if the had bin travailing got in her bed, bur in the deſerts 
of eArabia. So that while ſome men ceaſe not ro admire the in- 
comparable frame of our Liturgy, I cannot but admire as faſt 
waat they think is become ot judgement , an4 rait in other men, 
that they can hope to be heard without laughter. An4 it this 
wercall, perhaps it were a complyable matter. But when were- 
member this our liturgy where we found ic, whence we had it, 
and yet were we left it, (till ſerving to all the abominations of the 
Antichriſtian temple, ic may be wonder'd how we can demurre 
whether ic ſhould be done away orno, and not rather feare we 
nave highly offended in nfing it to long. Ic hath indeed bin pre- 
tended co be more ancient then the Maffe, bur ſo little prov'd, 
that whereas other corrupt Liturgies have had withall ſuch a ſce- 
ming antiquity, as that their publiſhers have ventur'd to aſcribe 
them wich. cheir worſt corruptions cither to S+ Peter, S. Famer, 
S, Hark, orat leaſt to Chry/oſtome, or Baſil, ours hath bin never 
able to find either age, or authpr allowable, on whom to father 
thoſe things therein which are leaſt offenſive, cxcept the two 
Creeds, for Te Deam has a ſmach in ic of Limbus Parrum. Asit 
Chriit had not open'd the kingdowe of heaven before he had over- 
come the ſharpne(ſe of death. Sathat having receav'dit fromthe 
P:pall Church as an originall creature, for ought can be ſhewn 
to the contrary, form'd and faſhion'd by work maiſters ill to be 
truſted, we may be afſur'd that if God loathe the beſt of an Ido- 
laters prayer, much more the conceited fangle of his prayer. T his 
Confuter himſelfe confeſſes that a community of the ſame ſer 
forme in prayers, is that which makes Church and Church trul 
6x:; we then uſing a Liturgy farre more like to the Maſſes 
then to any Pcoteſtant ſet forme, by his owne words mult have 
more communion with the Roms/o Churth, then with any of the 


r:formed. How can we then not partake with thenathe curſe 
itien, to whom we come lonecre 


and vengeance of their _ 
in the ſame ſet forme and dreffe of onr devotion ? do we thinke 
to lift the matter finer then we are ſure God in his j-aloulie will?

more pious Liturgy then this which wasconceav'd and infanted 
by an idolatruus Mother : how baſey were that toeſteerge of 
_ Guds Spirit, and all the holy bleſſings and priviledges of a true 
Church-above a tale? Heark ye Prelars, is this your gloriou 
Mother ot England,who when as Chriſt hath caught her topray, 
thiaks it not anough uolefle the adde thereto the teaching of An- 
tichritt ? How can we believe ye would 'Tctuſetc take the ſtipend 
of Rome, when ye ſhame not to live upon the alnies-batket of 
ber prayers? will ye perſwade us that ye cav curie Romefrom 
y ur heres when noe but Rome wilt teach yeto pray ?
